General 


Information. 


The  Boroug^h  of  Margate  extends  over  an  area  of  2,961  acres, 
which  includes  468  acres  of  foreshore.  Situated  at  the  N.E.  corner  of 
Kent,  it  is  exposed  to  sea  breezes  from  all  quarters  except  the  West. 
'I'he  estimated  population  for  the  purposes  of  calculating  the 
Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate,  etc.,  is  28,380.  In  my  opinion,  this 
estimate  is  too  low,  and  it  should  also  be  noted  that  the  population 
during  the  height  of  the  season  exceeds  100,000.  The  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  1921,  according  to  the  Census  figures,  was 
5,159,  and  the  number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers,  5,888.  The 
rateable  value  is  £268,784,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny 
rate  being  £1,112. 

Birth  Rate.  The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the 

year  was  215  males  and  199  females,  total  414, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  Birth  Rate  of  I4‘6  per  i,000. 

Death  Rate.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 

same  period  was  141  males  and  177  females, 
total  318,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  Death  Rate  of  i  r2  per  i,000. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age 
Infantile  Mortality,  of  one  year  was  8  males  and  8  females,  total 

16,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  Infantile  Death 
Rate  of  38  6  per  1,000  births.  This  is  the  lowest  on  record  for 
Margate. 

The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  above  figures  is  that  the 
Birth  Rate  is  declining,  and  that  the  Death  Rate,  compared  with 
the  figures  of  previous  years,  remains  practically  unchanged.  This  is 
somewhat  balanced  by  the  very  low  Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

The  question  of  Public  Baths  has  again 
Baths.  received  much  discussion  by  the  Health  Com¬ 

mittee  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  so  that 
this  important  improvement  has  not  been  overlooked.  It  is 
well-known  that  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town,  not  only  the 
cottages,  but  many  of  the  better-class  houses  have  no  bathroom,  and 
what  is  needed  is  facilities  for  these  people  to  obtain  a  good  bath 
at  least  once  a  week,  and  at  a  price  which  they  are  able  to  afford. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  this  will  be  an  established  fact  in  the  very 
near  future. 

It  is  not  considered  necessary  to  erect  electrical  or  medicated 
baths,  as  these  can  already  be  obtained  at  different  Institutions  in  th§ 
fown,  and  appear  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people, 
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The  Clifton  Baths,  owned  by  a  private  firm,  have  recently 
been  ihoroug-hly  renovated,  and  offer  every  facility  for  the  use  of  hot 
sea-water  and  ordinary  baths.  A  swimming'  bath  is  also  provided. 

In  common  with  other  towns,  we  are  still 
Houses.  faced  with  a  deplorable  shortage  of  houses, 

and  many  families  are  not  only  living  in  one 
room  for  each  family,  but  there  are  a  great  many  liouses  occupied 
which  are  totally  unfit  for  human  habitation.  It  is  useless  to  put 
Closing-  Orders  on  these  houses,  as  the  tenants  have  nowhere  better  to 
go.  We  are  thus  greatly  handicapped  in  our  endeavours  to  raise  the 
standard  of  health  and  cleanliness  among^  the  people.  The  Housing- 
Committee  are  quite  aware  of  these  facts,  and  have  done  every¬ 
thing-  in  their  power  to  overcome  them.  In  1921,  84  new  houses  were 
built  as  part  of  the  new  Municipal  Housing-  Scheme;  in  1922, 
52  houses;  in  1923,  22  houses,  and  during-  last  year  a  further  48 
houses  were  commenced. 

Owing-  to  the  g-rowth  of  the  town,  it  became 
Drainage.  necessary  to  devise  means  for  dealing  with  the 

increased  volume  of  sewage  and  storm  water. 
The  Borough  Engineer,  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Borg,  was  instructed  to 
prepare  a  scheme,  which  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  d'he  scheme  inclu<led  deep  level  sewers,  large  main 
sewers,  pumping  stations,  [jumping  engines  and  storm  overflow  drains. 

’I  he  following  portions  of  the  scheme  have  been  carried  out:  — 

Sewage  Screening  and  Pumping  Station  at  Foreness  Point.  The 
pumps  are  designed  to  deliver  one-and-a-half  million  gallons 
of  sewage  in  two-and-a-half  hours. 

The  discharge  of  this  quantity  takes  place  when  the  tide  is 
racing  out  to  the  North  Sea,  and  it  can  be  truthfully  stated 
that  the  plant  is  up-to-date,  and  that  Margate  is  most 
favourably  provided  by  nature  for  the  position  of  the  outfall ; 
in  fact  it  is  impossible  fora  single  particle  of  sewage  to  take 
other  than  a  course  towards  the  North  Sea. 

Large  Egg-shaped  Sewer  from  Newgate  Gapway  to  the  foot 
of  Wilderness  Hill,  the  dimensions  of  this  sewer  being 
6oin.  by  qoin.  interval. 

Deep  Level  Connecting  Sewer  from  the  foot  of  Trinity  Hill, 
under  Cecil  Square,  High  Street,  Eaton  Road  and  Tivoli 
Road.  This  sewer  deals  with  the  whole  of  the  low  level 
sewage,  and  enabled  the  Corporation  to  abolish  four 
pumping  stations.  A  large  annual  saving  in  cost  has 
been  effected. 

New  Sewage  Pumping  Station  and  Sewage  Pumps  at  King  Street. 
All  sewage  and  storm  water  now  pumped  at  one  station 
as  against  five  previously.

A  2iin,  concrete  tube  duplicating"  sewer  along'  Marine  Terrace, 
from  existing'  manhole  by  screen  chamber  near  Margate 
Sands  Station,  to  Grosvenor  Place. 

The  following  works  are  in  hand  :  — 

A  48in.  by  concrete  tube  egg-shape  sewer  in  Ramsgate 

and  Victoria  Roads,  from  Beatrice  Road  to  Addington 
Road. 

A  considerable  number  of  sewers  are  in  course  of  construction  in 
the  Northdown  area,  viz.,  Northdown  Road,  from  the 
Football  Ground  to  the  “  VVheatsheaf  ”  Public  House;  Old 
Green  Road,  from  West  Northdown  Corner  to  Laleham 
Road,  and  in  Millmead  Road. 

Works  to  be  commenced  shortly  include  a  large  trunk  sewer 
from  the  bottom  of  Wilderness  Hill  to  the  S.E.  Borough 
boundary  at  St.  Peter’s,  also  new  large  sewer  along  Park 
Road  and  Thanet  Road. 

Tabercalosis.  f  he  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year 

shows  a  decrease  on  last  year’s  figures,  viz  : — 
56  Pulmonary  (Consumption)  and  21  non-pulmonary  ;  total  77. 

d'he  total  number  of  deaths  from  Consumption  was  22,  and  from 
other  tubercular  diseases,  7. 

I  am  glad  to  say  the  number  of  cases  has 

Scarlet  Fever  become  again  what  one  might  call  normal 
and  and  had  it  not  been  for  several  small  outbreaks 

Diphtheria.  in  different  Institutions  in  the  town  we  should 

probably  have  had  the  lowest  on  record 
to  deal  with.  Every  effort  is  made  to  get  the  patients  into  hospital  as 
quickly  as  possible,  and  with  the  Motor  Ambulance  now  available  this 
is  accomplished  without  any  delay. 

Contacts  are  excluded  from  school  and  the  premises  are 
disinfected  in  every  case.  In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  anti-toxin  is 
administered  to  all  contacts  where  it  is  considered  necessary.  This 
is  provided  free  of  cost  in  necessitous  cases  and  anti-toxin  is  adminis¬ 
tered  to  every  patient  immediately  upon  entering  the  hospital. 

No.  of  Scarlet  fever  cases,  62;  Diphtheria,  25.  All  the 
patients  recovered. 


We  had  six  cases  of  Enteric  F'ever  during  the 
Enteric  Fever.  year,  two  of  which  were  evidently  imported. 

They  were  all  of  a  mild  character  and  re¬ 
covered.  Three  cases  were  nursed  at  home. 


Chicken  Pox.  This  d  isease  was  notifiable  until  the  end  of 

December.  Wc  had  sixty-one  cases,  all  of  a 
mild  type  and  did  not  excite  any  suspicion  of  Small  Pox. 


NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER 

INSTITUTIONS. 


As  regards  general  nursing,  this  is  carried  out 
Nursing.  by  a  Voluntary  Association,  which  provides 

two  trained  nurses.  These  nurses  are  avail¬ 
able  for  any  patient  who  is  recommended  by  the  doctor  in  attendance. 
No  payment  is  made  to  the  Association  by  the  Local  Authority. 


There  are  four  Midwives  practising  in  the  town, 
Midwives,  two  Municipal  and  two  in  private  practice. 

The  salaries  of  the  Municipal  Midwives  are 
paid  by  the  Town  Council  and  the  fees  received  from  their 
patients  are  paid  back  into  the  Borough  Fund.  Taking  it  all  the 
year  round,  the  Midwives  practically  earn  their  salaries.  I 
would  like  it,  therefore,  to  be  specially  known  that  they  are  very  little, 
if  any,  cost  to  the  ratepayers.  The  Municipal  Midwives  occupy  their 
spare  time  in  ante-natal  visiting.  This  is  particularly  necessary 
in  first  confinements,  and  where  premature  or  still-births  have  been 
known  to  occur.  I  hope  it  may  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
number  of  premature  births,  which  is  the  chief  factor  in  infantile 
mortality. 


There  are  two  clinics  in  the  town  provided 
Clinics.  by  the  Local  Authority,  viz  : — The  School 

Clinic  in  Victoria  Road,  for  the  treatment 
of  Minor  Ailments  in  children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools, 
Dental  Treatment,  Eyesight  Testing,  and  for  operations  for  enlarged 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids;  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
situated  in  St.  Peter’s  Footpath,  consisting  of  a  Lecture  Room,  Consult¬ 
ing  Room,  Kitchen,  Weighing  Room  and  Nursery.

There  is  also  a  Venereal  Clinic  and  Tubercu- 
Othcr  Clinics.  losis  Dispensary  situated  in  St.  Peter’s  Road, 

provided  by  the  County  Council, 
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With  the  exception  of  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Hospitals.  there  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  town  provided  or 

subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority.  The 
County  Council,  however,  send  patients  who  are  suffering-  from 
Surgical  Tuberculosis,  and  are  recommended  by  their  Tuberculosis 
Officers,  to  the  Victoria  Home,  and  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital. 
The  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  has  accommodation  for  266  patients, 
and  the  Victoria  Home  for  54,  Both  Hospitals  are  situated  in  Canter¬ 
bury  Road. 

The  P'ever  Hospital  is  situated  at  Haine,  about  two  miles  from 
Margate,  and  is  provided  conjointly  by  the  Margate,  Ramsgate, 
Broadstairs  and  Isle  of  'I'hanet  (Rural)  Authorities.  There  is  now 
accommodation  for  about  93  patients.  During  the  year  a  new  cubicle 
block,  containing  eight  rooms,  was  completed  and  opened  in  October. 

A  Small-pox  Hospital  is  situated  on  a  separate  site  adjoining  the 
above,  and  is  capable  of  accommodating  16  patients. 

The  Margate  Cottage  Hospital,  situated  in  Victoria  Road,  is 
entirely  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  has  accommodation 
for  30  patients.  The  Hospital  is  used  principally  for  surgical  and 
accident  cases.  Children  are  also  admitted,  and  complicated  cases  of 
midwifery. 

There  is  no  Institution  in  the  town  for  unmarried  mothers,  but 
patients  requiring  a  temporary  home  can  sometimes  be  accommodated 
at  Ramsgate. 

The  Joint  Hospital  Board  provides  a  Motor 
Ambulance  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious 
Facilities.  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  For  non- 

infeclious  and  accident  cases,  a  Motor  Ambu¬ 
lance  is  provided  by  the  Margate  Ambulance  Corps,  a  voluntary  body 
which  does  most  useful  and  creditable  work  in  the  town. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  are  carried  out  at 
Laboratory  Work,  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone.  This 

arrangement  is  quite  satisfactory,  and  full 
advantage  appears  to  be  taken  of  it  by  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
town.

I.  Quantitative  Examination  of  Micro-Organisms  : — 

One  cubic  centimeter  of  the  water  contained,  on  an  average, 
three  bacteria  which  were  capable  of  growth  on  gelatin  within  72 
hours’  incubation  at  a  temperature  of  22°C.  Two  cubic  centi¬ 
metres  of  the  water,  added  to  agar  plates  and  incubated  for 
24  hours  at  a  teniperature  of  37°C.  yielded  the  growth 
of  only  a  single  organism. 

II.  Qualitative  Examination  of  Micro-Organisms : — 

Sixty  cubic  centimetres  of  the  water  were  examinied 
specially  for  the  presence  of  organisms  of  the  Bacillus  coli  Group, 
and  other  organisms  whose  presence  would  suggest  surface  pollu¬ 
tion.  The  results  of  this  part  of  the  examination  were  entirely 
negative,  no  “suspicious”  micro-organisms  of  any  kind  being 
found  in  60  cubic  centimetres  examined. 


Only  two  organisms  were  identified  on  the  plates,  one  was  a 
cocus,  and  the  other  was  a  saprophytic  bacillus  which  stained  by 
Gram’s  method  ;  both  were  natural  water  micro-organisms.

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Meteorological  Report,  1924. 


I  beg  to  submit  the  Meteorological  Report  for  the  Borough, 
for  the  year  1924. 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  year  were  the  cold  spell 
during  the  last  three  weeks  of  February  and  the  first  week  of 
March  ;  the  brief  period  of  warm  weather  at  Easter,  and  some  warm 
days  in  the  latter  half  of  June  and  near  the  middle  of  July  ;  the 
temperate  Summer  with  some  heavy  rains  in  the  latter  part  of 
July  and  August ;  the  unusual  number  of  thunderstorms  in  the 
latter  month  ;  and  the  stormy  weather  towards  the  end  of  December. 

The  temperature  throughout  the  year  was  slightly  above  the 
normal,  the  month  of  December  being  extraordinarily  mild,  with  an 
excess  of  4  degrees.  May  and  October  were  also  2  degrees 
above  the  average,  and  January,  August  and  November  nearly  2 
degrees.  On  the  other  hand,  February  and  March  were  2  degrees 
below  the  normal,  and  April  just  over  i  degree.  Twenty-six  ground 
frosts  were  registered,  and  all  but  three  occurred  during  the  first  three 
months,  viz.,  5  in  January,  8  in  February,  and  lO  in  March.  The 
warmest  day  was  on  12th  July,  when  the  tnaximum  reading  rose  to  82 
degrees;  the  next  highest  was  on  the  lOth,  when  the  thermometer 
recorded  78  degrees,  and  on  the  I5ih  it  was  76  degrees.  With  these 
exceptions  the  Summer  was  mild,  with  a  day  temperature  not 
much  over  70  degrees,  and  frequently  falling  to  65  degrees.  On  the 
whole  it  was  fairly  steady,  the  daily  readings  not  showing  any 
great  change. 

The  direction  of  the  wind  plays  an  important  part  in  the  climatic 
condititions,  and  the  quarter  from  which  is  it  coming  determines  to 
a  large  extent  the  kind  of  weather  likely  to  be  experienced.  The 
South-westerly  winds  again  predominated,  the  total  for  the  morning 
observations  being  68,  and  the  evening  82,  while  the  South  comes  next 
with  a  total  of  47  and  73.  The  Westerly  winds  reached  the  fair 
number  of  44  at  9  a.m.  The  Easterly  winds  were  about  the  same 
number  as  last  year,  and  for  six  of  the  months  averaged  two  per  month. 
February  had  three,  while  in  June,  July,  August,  September  and 
December,  there  were  not  any  recorded  at  the  morning  observations, 
and  only  one  in  July  at  the  evening  readings.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  wind  at  9  a.m  : —

The  quantity  of  rain  that  fell  was  the  largest  amount  recorded  for 
many  years,  the  total  being  613mm.  (24-14  inches).  This  is  35mm. 
(1-40)  above  the  normal,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 

months  wherein  this  ejicess  occurred,  February  and  March  were  dry 
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and  well  under  the  average,  while  April  and  May  were  greatly  above 
1  he  excess  of  April  exactly  balanced  the  deficiency  of  March. 
May  had  the  greatest  increase  of  the  year,  the  amount  being" 
38mm.  ( r^o  inches)  above  the  normal.  This  was  largely  accounted 
for  by  the  four  thunderstorms  that  were  experienced  during  the  month. 
June  had  just  under  the  usual  quantity  and  July  slightly  above.  ’Fhe 
first  half  of  August  was  without  rain  during  the  day-time  until  the  17th, 
then  a  succession  of  five  thunderstorms  occurred,  two  being  accom¬ 
panied  with  heavy  rain,  the  most  severe  being  on  the  19th,  when  a  deluge 
of  6'3mm.  fell  in  a  comparatively  short  time.  The  total  fall  for 
the  month,  however,  was  less  than  usual.  September  and  October 
were  both  wet  months  with  an  excess  of  23mm.  and  i6mm.  respectively  . 
The  wettest  day  of  the  year  occurred  on  the  26th  September,  when 
over  an  inch  of  rain  fell,  and  another  heavy  downpour  of  nearly 
an  inch  was  registered  on  the  i8th  October.  November  and 
December  partly  balanced  this  increase  by  being  comparatively 
dry,  the  precipitation  falling  short  of  the  average  by  14mm.  and 
13mm. 

The  amount  of  sunshine  recorded  in  Margate  for  the  year 
was  exceptionally  good,  and  places  the  town  in  a  splendid  position 
in  this  respect.  July  this  year  had  the  largest  number  of  hours, 
the  total  reaching  274,  while  May,  which  is  fn.quently  first, 
is  second  with  255  hours.  December,  as  usual,  is  the  lowest  with 
51.  The  following  comparisons  are  interesting,  and  the  figures  given 
represent  complete  hours.  Margate,  1,827;  Ramsgate,  i,773; 
Southend,  1,679;  Brighton,  1,675;  Bexhill,  1,790;  Hastings,  i  ,720 ; 
Eastbourne,  1 ,778  ;  Ventnor,  1,702;  Bournemouth,  1,634;  l  orquay, 
1,634;  Tunbridge  Wells,  1 ,597  ;  Weymouth,  668.  'I'his  fine  result  has 
not  been  reached  since  the  year  1911,  when  the  remarkably  brilliant 
Summer  with  its  long  record  of  bright  sunshine,  brought  the  year’s 
total  to  1,860  hours. 

In  concluding  this  report,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  draw 
attention  to  the  fact  that,  on  the  whole,  Margate  experiences  as  good  a 
climate  as  can  be  found  anywhere  round  the  coast.  The  temperature 
is  moderate,  seldom  going  to  extreme  either  in  heat  or  cold  ;  the  rain¬ 
fall  is  one  of  the  smallest  in  the  country,  and  the  amount  of  sunshine 
compares  favourably  with  that  of  any  town  in  the  kingdom. 

The  Station  was  inspected  on  2nd  May  by  Mr.  R.  M.  Stanhope, 
from  the  Air  Ministry,  when  all  the  instruments  in  daily  use  were 
tested  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

The  Weather  Kiosk  on  the  Promenade  continues  to  be  a  source 
of  interest  to  many  thousands  of  visitors  during  the  season,  and  to 
a  large  number  of  residents  who  visit  it  at  all  times  of  the  year.  The 
appreciative  remarks  that  have  frequently  been  made  concerning 
it  have  conclusively  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  Council  in  placing 
it  there.

I  beg"  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  De|)artment  during  the  year  ended  the 
31st  December,  1924. 

During  the  period  from  the  resignation  of  the  late  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  time  of  my  appointment  as  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
I  had  to  carry  out  the  various  duties  without  assistance  until  a 
temporary  Inspector  was  appointed  during  the  month  of  July. 

It  will  be  noticed  on  perusal  of  the  tabulated  statement  that 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  the  particulars  indicate  to  a  certain  extent  the  varied  nature 
of  the  work  appertaining  to  the  Sanitary  Department  of  a  sea-side 
resort.

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

During  the  year  legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  five  instances 
including  four  cases  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  one  case 
against  an  unregistered  purveyor  of  milk.

'I'he  producer  of  the  sample  of  Milk  (No.  91)  was  fined  £5 
and  the  charges  respecting  samples  92  and  93  were  with¬ 
drawn. 

The  unregistered  purveyor  of  Milk  was  convicted  on  two  charges 
and  fined  £i  and  los.  respectively.
